I've  left  it  to  the  team  to  set  that  schedule  around  what  you've  already  placed  on  the 
CARE  sheet.  If  you  placed  it  on  the  CARE  sheet  then  they  will  go  on  that  day.  They 
will  clean  what  is  in  the  public  right  of  way,  nothing  on  private  property. 

I  can  send  you  what  we  are  able  to  give  you  (probably  up  to  last  Friday  or  the  Friday 
before)  but  we  can  not  give  any  year  end  data  until  the  early  part  of  July.  It  takes  time 
to  reconcile  the  data.  What  do  you  mean  by  illegal  dumping  notices?  Citations  in  your 
district?  Probably  not  many. 

I've  discussed  this  property  with  Eve  numerous  times.  I  have  sent  people  over  to  that 
address  more  times  than  I  can  count.  I  can  continue  to  send  people  there  but  maybe 
Building  and  Safety  opening  some  form  of  code  inspection  might  be  more  beneficial  if 
the  neighbors  are  truly  concerned  that  the  people  are  doing  something  they  shouldn't 
be  doing.
